grea under crops and grass in Eng- 
land and Wales is 46,307 acres, The 
decline in arable land amounts to 
277,000 acres, of which was 
‘transferred to permanent pasture, and 
| the latter now for the first time sur- 
passes 16,000,000 acres. Wheat shows 
a decline of 162,000 acres, oats de- 
creased by 98,000 acres, while barley 
increased 102,000 acres. Potatoes de- 
clined by 21,000 and mangolde by 
| 66,000 acres. Clover and grasses un- 
Vase rotation fell off by 27,000 acres, 
| but the area reserved for hay shows 
jan increase of 273,730 acres. The 
live stock returns show decreases 
among all classet of animals; cattle 
decreased 124,776, but there are 
increases of cows in calf and of other 
cattle of two years and above. The 
total number of cows, 2,264,403, is 
about the same as in 1905, Sheep have 
declined by over 900,000, while the 
swine decreas’ is nearly 16 per cent, 
the total being somewhat more than 
in 1901. 

When the deputation from the Can- 
adian Council of Agriculture waited 
on Premier Borden a few weeks ago 
they expressed alarm at the depopu- 
lation of rural districts in Canada. 
They called on the Government to 
wipe out the tariff to which they at- 
tributed the “decline in agricultural 
production, with consequent high cost 
of living. A study of the foregoing 
figures from Free Trade England die 
closes the fallacy of the deputation's 
argument. ‘The movement to urban 
centres, the high ogagvof living and 
other economic problems are vommon 
to the whole, world. The tariff has 
little or nothing to do with them 
otherwise we would have perfect farm- 
ing conditions in Great Britain. What 
fe wanted in Canada is some  oon- 
mructive pfoposals, That is what 
Lloyd George has given England and 
jour Canadian farmers will make better 
progress iu solving the problems of 
the body politic when they suggest 
and support practical plans for agri- 
} cultural betterment instead of de- 
nouncing in heated language other 
classes in the community who under 
@ policy that has proven itself over 
@ thirty year period are doing their 
share in the building up of the coun- 
ey.

Often, tha majority 
are strangers from variov parts of 
the world. Each has Lrought with | 
him hi. own peculiar ideas and cus- 
toms which are often quite foreign to 
those of all the others. Industrially 
the population ranges itself in antag- 
onistic groupe The churches are 
numerous, but religion, instead -+of be- 
ing a unifying spirit, is often the most 
divisive force in the community. In 
matters of public policy there is hope- 
less division along party lines, 

Yct in many communities of this 
character, ‘Get together’ .novements 
have been Iinstitited, social centres 
established, and co-operation substi- 
tuted for competition—Result, good 
fellowship and efficiency. We can 
tell you of experiments that have been 
tried out elsewhere with success.

To make these, 
split in halves a good, rather hard 
round cracker and soak for ten min- 
utes fn enough ice water to cover the 
crackers; then drain, lay them in a 
pan, dot with butter, allowing half a 
teaspoonful to each half a cracker and 
bake in a hot oven until puffed up and 
brown. 

Cinnamon toast is an old fashioned 
dainty that is revived for the tea table. 
Toast shapes of thin stale bread, from 
which the crust has been removed, un- 
til brown. Lay on a hot plate. Butter 
generously and then sprinkle with 
granulated sugar, cinnamon and a little 
salt. 

The hostess who serves sandwiches 
with tea wants them to be as inviting 
as possible, both as to taste and ap- 
pearance. A good way is to cut two 
shapes of bread of the same size, but 
of a different kind of bread, perhaps 
graham and white bread. When these 
pieces are cut in star or round shape 
they are very dainty.

Article No. 5—Feeding the Baby 


ABIES are born hungry, says Anna 
Steese Richardson in the Woman's 
Home Companion. The time to start a 
baby in regular habits of feeding is the 
day of its birth, The newborn baby 
should be nursed every two hours 
from 6 a. m. to 10 p. m, and once dur- 
ing the night at 2a.m. Within a week, 
if the baby {is normal, the mother 
should begin nursing it only once in 
three hours between 6 a. m, and 9 
Pp. m., with the extra nursing at 2 a. m, 
This means seven feedings in twenty- 
four hours. At four months, if the 
baby shows a normal gain in size and 
strength, he should not be nursed be- 
tween 9 p. m. and 6 a. m., but should 
be sleeping soundly, Between 6 a. m, 
and 9 p. m. he will now have six feed- 
ings, and this schedule should be main- 
tained until he is a year old. 

Many mothers ask whether the baby 
should be awakened to be fed. Phy- 
siclans seem to agree that a baby 
should never be awakened at night to 
nurse and that the healthy baby will 
wake of its own accord to be fed once 
in three hours during the day. There are 
rare exceptions to this rule. For ex- 
ample, when a mother has fed the child 
irregularly from birth it sometimes 
turns night into day, sleeping by day 
and fretting for food by night. If the 
child is healthy, normal in every way, 


then it must be retrained to waken 
during the day for nursing and to sleep 
by night without nursing. This very 
example shows the importance of 
starting the feeding habits aright from 
birth by not nursing more than once 
during the night. 

Another question asked by many 
mothers who are nursing their babies 
is, “May I mix the baby’s food, giving 
{him an occasional bottle?” 

Doctors agree that the answer Is 
governed by conditions, Sometimes 
the mother’s milk is not sufficiently 
nourishing. In that case, under the di- 
rection of the family doctor, bottle and 
| breast milk may be alternated. In this 
way the baby is gently prepared for 
weaning. Again, in certain families it 
may be necessary or advisable for the 
mother to have a certain amount of 
ltreedom from her duty of nursing the 
baby. The mother’s milk will still pro- 
vide certain elements which baby’s 
system demands, and the bottle may be 
‘alternated with breast feeding, always 
with a doctor advising as to the food 
in the bottle, 

The scientific and successful raising 
of a baby oh the bottle depends upon 
two distinct lines of care and caution— 
the selection of the food to be supplied 
and the care of the bottles. The best 
of food in an insanitary bottle or 


drawn through an unclean nipple be- 
comes dangerous to baby's health, 

In choosing artificial food for your 
baby remember that even physicians 
| differ on this question. Many eminent 
American specialists for children insist 
that fresh cow's milk properly modified 
is the only substitute for mother's milk. 
Foreign authorities recommend goat's 
milk. And there are other recognized 
authorities on baby health who have 
found it advisable to prescribe for deli- 
cate bottle fed babies a combination of 
milk and patent food. Not only must 
the mother consult her family phy- 
sicilan on this question, but with the 
physician she must watch the effect of 
the food chosen on the baby. 

The bowels are a sure indication of 
the way in which the bottle diet agrees 
or disagrees with the baby. When the 
passage is hard and bullet-like, when 
{t shows curds or white lumps like 
cheese, or when mucus is present (a 
slimy phlegm), or there is diarrhea, 
the mother may be sure that the food 
does not agree with her baby and the 
doctor should be consulted immedi- 
ately, 

No medicine should be given In such 
cases without consulting a doctor. 
What the baby needs is not dosing, but 
the right sort of food, the food its 
stomach will digest. 


Vegetables For Cold Days | 


CURRIED lentils make one of the 

most nutritious vegetable dishes 
one could imagine, and to this may be 
added the greater attraction of cheap- 
ness. For curried lentils wash and 
soak three or four good sized table- 
spoonfuls of lentils overnight and in 
the morning boll them in enough 
slightly salted water to well cover and 
cook them until tender, but not broken, 
Strain off the liquor carefully (reserv- 


ing this as a foundation for vegetable | 


stock). Fry a good sized onion cut 
into rings in one ounce of well clarified 
drippings. Fry in the same pan half a 
teaspoonful of mild curry powder for a 
minute or two; 
and sliced tomatoes and a heaped tea- 
spoonful of rice flour, a teaspoonful of 
curry paste and half a pint of stock. 
Add the Iiquor slowly, stirring {t all 


the time to keep It smooth; then stir in| 


the lentils carefully with a teaspoonful 
of sugar, the juice of half a lemon and 
one ounce of butter and let it all stew 
together till quite thick. Serve in a 
wall of well boiled rice. 

Potato Dumpling,—Peel eight large 
boiled potatoes, chop up finely four 
ounces of suet freed from skin, etc., or 
use dripping. Mash the potatoes free 


then add three peeled, 


milk or water, but be careful not to 
make it too moist. It should be rather 
dry. Add as much flour as the pota- 
toes will take up (about one pound), 
and when it Is all incorporated roll into 
a ball, tle it up in a pudding cloth and 
boil for four hours, adding more water 
as that in the pan boils away and serve 
with the following sauce; 
Sauce.—Take four or five medium 


cold water and boil until tender; then 
chop up finely. Meantime melt two 
ounces of well clarified dripping in a 
{pan over the fire and add to it one 
ounce of flour, and when thoroughly 
blended moisten with half a pint of 
warm water or stock !f at hand, add 
gradually, and when It is all added let 
the sauce boil for three minutes, keep- 
ing it stirring all the time, add salt to 
taste and the chopped up onions. Rub 
through a sieve if liked and serve very 
hot.

At this time of the year there {s apt 

to be a great deal of illness about 
and many patients are cared for at 
home. In a number of cases their 
Progress has been materially retarded 
by the ignorance or carelessness of the 
nurse, In the sickroom there are so 
many little things which count. 

One of the most important points is 
that the nurse have some influence on 
the patient. She should be able to 
make him do what he is told, Often 
sick people aré more easily managed 
by strangers than by their own family, 
and this is one of the difficulties of the 
home nurse, but she must make up her 
mind at the outset to be firm and to 
carry out religiously the rules for the 
sickroom drawn up by the doctor in 
charge. 

Never forget that a great amount of 
consideration is necessary. Do not let 
the patient be worried by the calling 
of friends. Of course he should be al- 
lowed to see any one he particularly 
calls for, but the visitor should be pre- 
viously warned to talk as little as pos- 
sible and not to mention subjects which 
may cause the patient to become ex- 
cited. 

Never allow a visitor to the sick- 
room to sit on the bed. There {s noth- 
ing more irritating to the patient, un- 
less it !s, perhaps, the creaking of shoes 
or the talking in whispers, Whisper- 
ing {s especially annoying, for the pa- 


the Home 
tient constantly wonders what ts being 
said about him. 

A comfortable bed {s most essential, 
When the patient is too ill to be taken 
out of bed it must necessarily be mude 
while he is in it. There is a certain 
knack in this which should be learned 
from a trained nurse. Pay strict at- 
tention to the patient's toilet. Be very 
careful with such things as hot wuter 
bottles, seeing that they are alwuys 
covered with flannel, Neglect in this 
direction hag often resulted in serious 


and painful burns, ‘ 

During convalescence it is often difi- 
cult to induce the patient to take his 
food, and a great deal of coaxing and 
tact may be necessary. You must be 
firm also and see that the nourish- 
ment is taken, for upon the amount 
the patient is able to take depends his 
Fecévery. 

Try to vary the food as much fa 
possible. Be careful also that it is the 
best of its kind, wel) cooked and dain- 
tily served. Let the glass be bright 
and shining and the cutlery well pol- 
ished. A vase of fresh flowers pul om 
the tray serves to give the meal an ay- 
petizing appearance, 

Never put too much food on an in- 
valid's tray, for this will only serve to 
turn him against it. When the meal is 
finished take the tray at once from the 
sickroom, Never under any circum. 
stance leave old scraps of food in the 
sickroom,

Add 
four ounces of sugar, the juice of a 
lemon and an ounce of gelatin dis- 
solved in three cupfuls of water and 
stir the mixture over the fire for a few 
minutes, Let !t cool, and when it is 
nearly set add the whites of two eggs 
beaten stiff. Pour in a mold. Serve 
with cream whipped or unwhipped., 
Bananas make a good substitute for 
vegetables, They should, however, be 
served in place of potatoes or some 
other starchy vegetable and should be 
accompanied or followed by a green 
vegetable or salad. One way to couk 
them when they are to take the place 
of a vegetable is to bake them. In 
some of the banana growing countries 
they are baked in the ashes in thelr 
own skins until they burst open, A 
better way in this country is to re- 
move one section of the peel, free the 
pulp from the rest of the skin and re- 
turn it whole, cover it with the section 
Peeled off and bake tn the oven until 
the skin is charred and the pulp sort 
all the way through, The pulp should 
then be carefully removed from the 
skin to the hot dish and served with 
butter and salt and pepper or with an 
unsweetened sauce—for instance, 
butter with a little lemon juice or a 
tablespoonful of sherry added just bee 
fore it is poured over the bananas, 


TULLE SASHES, 

MPULLE sashes are made with bead 

edged ends, One, of black and 
white tulle used together, has a deep 
bead ornament on the end, made of 
beads of gray, green and silver.

The Hail Question 

The hail insurance, as set forth at the recent meet- 
ing of the reeves of 23 municipalities, which was held in 
Edmonton, seems to be all for the benefit of the farmers. 
Briefly outlined, the scheme is that, instead of paying 50c 
per acre, as in the case of insuring with a private company 

nd receiving the sum of $8, the farmer will pay 3c per 
acre for $6 insurance, in taxes, the taxes to be levied 
ayainst all the lang: in the municipalities, whether culti- 
vated or not so long as it is assessable. ‘he exact rate has 
not been struck, but if the board’s estimate does not prove 
sufficient, the municipality is empowered to borrow the 
deficit, by which we suppose it is meant that each munici- 
pality, having lost through hail, greater than can be cov- 
ered by the tax, such municipality can borrow, but as to 
whether they will borrow fromthe main insurance fund, 
covering other other districts, is’nt clear. 

It appears that the act is to operate over the whole 
of the province as one field, and there are opinions to the 
effect that it would be better if each municipality were ran 
separately. True, the argument that one district has more 
hail than another, has held ever since this was a country 
some districts catching a great percentage of hail while a 
neighboring district is practically immune. On account 
of these conditions it would appear that the making of the 
province one field, as far as the insurance goes, is the 
better plan, since it is obvious that on such a low figure as 
3c per acre a well hailed district would soon reach the 
limit of its insurance while not covering the claims. But 
the act is in the experimental stage until it has been given 


a trial,and although the principals are good, time is|- 


required to see how it will work. The hopes regarding 
this province are thatthe older it gets, the more the 
farmer may go in for the stock end of farming, raising his 
grain for feed, than it would not so much matter if he 
does get a little hail or frosted grain. 


Too Many in the Cities 


Sam Robinson, a leading Manchester, Eng. trades 
unionist, went home to the Old Country the other day and 
told folks there that Ca nada was a bully place, but he had 
one fault to find. Too many immigrants, he said, were 
being dumped into the big, over-crowded Canadian cities. 
The natural inference is that Canada neede a greater rural 
population, and Mr. Robinson takes care to leave the 
impression that the country is the place for our in-coming 


population, We most heartily agree with the gentleman 
from Manchester. He hit the nail on the head the first 
time. Canada is and will be for the next generation or 


two, easentially and agricultural country, 
than a faint recollection of having voiced this opinion 
before, but it will bear repeating. Until Canada’s agri- 
ultural and other natural wealth is developed to a much 
greater degree than at present, we do not see the prosper- 
ity we have a right to expect. 

Pat Burns, Alberta’s millionaire cattle king, said 
the same thing in slightly different fashion at Calgary the 
other day. He said: “Tell the people to go out on the 
land and raise the produce. I will buy it from them. Then 
I won’t have to be shipping meat and butter from New 
What we need for pros- 
perity in this country is to get the people on the land and 
and have them producing something.” 

So Mr. Robinson and Mr, Burns agree although one 
js stranger in Canadaand the other is one of its out- 
standing successes.—Lethbridge Herald. 


Who Wouldn’t be an Indian 


A Cardston item saya: When a Cardatonite gives 
Blood Indian and his squaw a cup of tea at the back 
door, he doesn’t stop to think that he is entertaining 
representatives of thejwealthiest paople in Canada, and 
that their wealth is only exceeded by one other group of 
people in the whole world, The average per capita wealth 
of the people of the world is about $10; of the people of 
the United States about $1400; of the Osage Indians in 
Kunsas, U, S., about $8612; and of the Blackfeet 
whose home is in Southern Alberta, $7586. 

Furthermore it can be seen from the last report of 
the Departinent of Indian Affairs from Ottawa, that if you 
put the wealth of the Blood, Blackfeet and Peigan bands, 
which make up the Blackfeet confederacy in Canada, into 
the hands of all males over 16 years of age, the per capita 
wealth would soar up to $13,822. And again if as is really 
the case on the reserves referred to, the wealth of the 
reserves was confined to heads of families or all males 


between the ages of 20 and 65, the nice fortune of $16,445 
would be credited to each,

We believe the minimum required for 
incorporation should be raised to two 
hundred, fifty of whon. should be male 
edults,

Until recently it was customary to 
divide the turtle soup which was un- 
consumed at the lord mayor's banquet | 
in London among the poor on the fol-|! 
lowing day. but experience showed | 
that its value was unappreciated by 
the recipients. and th.t half the soup 
vas poured int. ‘he Guildhall yard 
within a quarter o: an hour of the 
distribution, 

When the soup was last distributed 
its value was estimated at $300, but as 
its merits we 2 ‘ost on the poor recip- 
fents. the lord mayor +nd_ sheriff's 
committee ‘ecided to substitute cook- 
ed joints, 

In accoriance with a custom which 
has been obsei ‘ex. for centuries, the 
provisions that remained after the| 
hanauet were distributed recently to 
about 150 poor people. The work of 
distribution as undertaken by the 
members of the committee, whc, wear- 
ing white anrons, took their places he- 
side the tables, which were laden with 
mutton pies, beet, partridges, and lob- 
ster. Each person who presented 
himself received a substantial share 
of the od. 


| Permission to issue debentures for

jand it is almost always 1.tered into 
|by reason of purely local optimism or 
in a spirit of rivalry. We were ad- 
vised recently by an Ame.ican citizen 
|who has travelled extensively .hrough- 
jout every State in the Union, that 
\there are many citizens, residents of 
\the Western States of America, who 
are today taxcd to pay ‘ebts original- 
ly created (o foster industries brought 
{nto existence by unscrupulous pro- 
moters, who cared nothing for the 
communities in which they were for 
the time being operated. The only 
physical evidence of these industries 
or works having existed. is furnished 
by the deserted and decaying struc- 
tures and silent, rusting machinery. 
Most of the ~ities in the Republic to 
the south of us have legislated against 
such bonus'ng, and we would like to 
see our Province do likewise. 

Such a commission should have 
power to heer all assessment appeals 
from the Court of Rev'sion as at pre- 
sent constituted. This would go a 
long way toward eliminatirg inflated 
|values. It shoule have power to reg- 
ulate or prevent the inclusion of out- 
lying lands within the limits of cities 
or towns. Such a restriction would 
be welcomed by many who feel that 
this would mitigate the subdivision 
evil to a very large extent, 

ingle Tax 

We do not think it would be exped- 
fent to rerove the matter of assess- 
ment from th’ jurisdiction of munici- 
pal bodies, but we believe the commis- 
sion would be able to advise and ren- 
der municipalites considerable assist- 
ance in this regard While the law 
ig explicit in chis respect is a fact 
that there is much room for improv2- 
ment. Many feel that the tendency 
of our tim is toward the adoption by 
municipalities of the so-called single 
tax system, by which {s meant taxa- 
tion of land yalue only. The adop- 
tion of such a system should be grad- 
ual, and it is Delieved by many tha. 
the taxation of land values only 
would tend to greater uniformity in 
taxation throughout the Province. 

We believe such a commission 
would advocate the enactment of leg: 
islation, making it illegal for certain 
municipalities to issue streight term 
debentures, Villages and small 
towns should repay their bond Indebt- 
edness either by equal annual instal- 
ments of principal or by the annuity 
method, which provides for payment 
by equal annual instalments of prin- 
cipal and interest during the life ot 
the Ican, inat is to say, the payments 
made in the first year would be equal 
to that ea ‘ed for at any other annual 
date of the loan. The latter plan 
would permit of coupons for interest 
only being attached; a feature some- 
times desired by investors. 

The commission should have power 
to admiaister a sinking fund commit- 
tee separate entirely from its Coun- 
cil. In some of the older Provinces 
we believe sinking funds were not 
p ovided as they should have been 
which has to some extent hurt the 
market for straight term bonds vo. 
smal] municipalities. 

Section 184 of the Town Act reads 
as follows: Fvery town may, subject 
to the following provisions, pass by- 
laws for contracting debts by borrow- 
inw money or otherwise fur levying 
rates i.. the payment of such debts 
on the rateable property of the town 
for any pu~pose within the jurisdiction 
of the town, or on roads, bridges, wa- 
ter works or draiuage works outsid: 
the limits of the town. Provided that 
no town shal! have power to pass such 
bylaw for contracting debts to a 
greater extent than 10 per cent of 
the rat: able property in the town, ex- 
cept as provided in Section 48 of the 
Municipal Public Works Act. 

Therefore, the Municipal Public 
Works Act o* 1906 shouid be read in 
conjunction with the City and Town 
Acts. It provisions are in part as 
follows:

Our impression is that follow- 
ing the appoint.nent of such a com- 
mission fits members would give early 
consider:.tion to the privileges grant- 
ed municipaliiies wider this Municipal 
Public Works Act of 1906 a1! would 
most Hkely recommend that it be re- 
pealed.
